Settlement Follows Meeting Between Prime Minister and 
Members of Executive Board cf National Union of 
Railwaymen—Official Trms as Noted 


LONDON, Oct. 5—With dramatic suddenness in the quiet of 
the London Sunday afternoon it was announced that the great rail- 
way strike, which appeared to have brought the country almost to 
the brink of revolution, was settied and that the strikers wou'd re- 
sume work as quickiy as possible. 

The terms of the settlement are in the nature of a compromis:. 

The settlemeni was the result of a long conference today. be- 
tween a trade union delegation, including representatives of tne rail- 
waymen’s union, Premier Lloyd George and Andrew Bonrr Law. 
Prior to this there was # cabinet meeting. 

It is conceded on all sides that the settlement is the outcome of | 
the efforts of the executive of the transport workers’ federition and 
men like Arthur Henderson aul John R. Clynes, who throughout 
have set their faces steadily against the idea of a sympathetic strike 
until every possible avenue of mediation bad been explored. 

The official terms of scttloment are as follows: 

First.—-Work shall be resamed immediately ; 

Second.—-Negotiations will be resumed on the underitanding that 
they shall te completed before the end of the year. 

Third.--Wages wiil be stabilized at the present Irvel until Sep- 
tember 30, 1920, and at any time after August 1st they may be re- 
viewed in tho light of circumstances then existing. 

Fourth-—No adult railwayman in Great Britain shall receive less 
than 51 shillings per week, while the cost of living is 110 per cent. 
above the pre-war level.

FIERCE RIOTS

Thousands of Steel Strikers Hurl 
Stones, Fighting Police and 
Deputy Sheriffs 


GARY, Indiana, Oct. 4. 
rioting broke out late today, 
thousands of steel strikers and others 
hurled bricks and stones, fought the 
police, deputy sheriffs and clty fire- 
men, injuring probably scores. The 
local company of militia was notified 
by city officials to be in readiness for 
duty. 

No shots were fired. The fighting 
spread virtually all over the south 
part of the city. 

The local hospitals were soon filled 
with the injured and the city jail too 
was filled with men arrested. 

The fighting was of a fierce nature 
between the squads as well as between 
individuals, and spread rapidly.

GERMANY DOING 
BEST TO WITHDRAW 
THE BALTIC TROOPS 


Has Recalled General Von der 
Goltz and Stopped Pay, Sup- 
plies and Munitions 


PARIS, Oct. 5.—-Germany has de- 
livered to General Dupont, comman- 


der of the inter-allied mission at Ber- 
lin, a memorandum declaring that it 
has recalled General Von Der Goltz, 
commander of the German troops in 
the Baltic provinces and Lithuania, 
has stopped pay, supplies and muni- 
tions to the German troops there and 
{s doing everything possible to bring 
about the withdrawal of the German 
soldiers in accordance with the de- 
mand of the supreme council. 
General Von Eberhard has been ap- 
pointed in place of General Von Der 
Goltz to take charge of the evacuation. 
The memorandum insists that Ger- 
many has exhausted its means of co- 
ercion and requests the appointment 
of an aliied commission to visit the 
Baltic provinces and verify this fact.

RUSSIAN VIOLINIST, 
PIANIST AND CELLIST. 

The inspired young Russian violin- 
ist, pianist and cellist, Leo, Jan and 
Mischel Cherniavsky, will be here on 
Saturday, Oct. 18th, at the McDougall 
church. They have brought into the 
field of music something that has 
never before been discernible, this el- 
usive something. If analyzed, is a 
combination of qualities, that have 
not recently been displayed by visit- 
ing virutoso, Thelr uuconventionality 
ia not ao much a rebellion against the 
interpretative conventions, as a spon- 
taneous expression, resulting from 
deep and concentrated thought, emo- 
tlonal exercises, and unflagging prac- 
tice of technique No great artists 
have proved themselves less slavish in 
following preconceived notions of how 
the great masters’ works should be 
interpreted. 

Amongst many intelligent musical 
people the history and traditions of 
interpretations of great works have 
been go reverenced that the Cherniay- 
skys work sometimes comes to them 
as a kind of sho but it is one of 
those shocks tha essential to awake 
en the dorniant intellectualilty and 
emotions of those who have permitted 
themselves to be moulded into set 
forms so far as interpretation goes. 

The world of art must realize that 
ko standard can be set for tomorrow; 
that ever the Imagination must reach 
put further, getling nearer and neurer 
to the original concerts of the gieat 
bid masters. No interpreter can ever 
tlaim perfection tn his work, and the 
Cherniavskys have that illumination, 
mentally and spiritually, which per- 
ceived that the interpretations of to- 
day are comparatively primitive to 
what they must be in the future, and 
they have refused to allow their ex- 
traordinary perceptive faculties to be- 
come obscured by the conceptions of 
their predecessors. This does not 
mean that they do not respect the tra- 
ditions relating to interpretation, but 
they refuse to worship at their shrine. 
The advent of the Cherniavskys is 
creating a good deal of excitement tn 
this city, and they are certain to be 
wolcomed by a large audience.

As the 
price was prohibitive they refused 
to take the risk of being unable to 
unload,

It is not reasonable to suppose 
that the speculative adventurers 
have confined their attention to 
the Halifax refinery.

The board of commerce, with 
the vast powers conferred upon it, 
may be able to find in this presen- 
tation of facts a hint as to how ef- 
fective action may be taken to 
break the blockade. The Govern- 
ments at Ottawa and Washingon 
both claim to be secking to pre- 
vent the cost of living being boost- 
ed by unwarranted profiteering. 
If they are serious in their profes- 
sions they should be willing and 
able to co-operate to put an end 
to such hold-up transactions as 
this. If they are not able or not 
willing to call a halt to parties 
who are actually caught in the act, 
of what use is it to look to them 
for relief? 

Of course the sugar lying in the 
Halifax refinery belongs to the} 
gentlemen who have bought it. 
And under the traditional usage 
they are entitled to hold it as long 
as they want to and to demand 
what price they please for it. But 
this tradition is being exploded by 
the enactment of legislation south 
of the line forbidding the holding| 
of foodstuffs longer than a stated | 
period, and by regulations which 
put a limit on the amount of profit 
that can be collected. If U. 8. spe- 
culators are to be limited in their 
operations in their own country 
are they to be allowed to plunder 
Canadians at pleasure? 

A couple of years ago our Govy- 
ernment commandeered some mil- 
lions of bushels of wheat, for the 
ostensible purpose of preventing 
the price going too high. The 
rights of these New York specula- 
tors to their prospective profits on 
Canadian sugar are surely no more! 
sacred than the rights of Canadian! 
farmers to wheat they grew or 
the rights of Canadian dealers to 
wheat they bought and paid for. 
If these foreign speculators were 
given back what they paid and 
the sugar released for use, they 
would have no proper eause for!

I 
did not know of the act at the time 
he got the money, but I protested be- 
cause he did not sell my farm for 
$4.250, as he should have done, He 
sold the farm for $4,000 and notes 
for $250. The lawyer who fixed the 
transfer paid the real estate man the 
amount ir spite of my protest.

of the prevent interest on our national 
Jaen. 

This fire expense falls on the 
shoulders of everyone, for fire ineur- 
{ance premiums enter into the price 
of every commodity. Yet it is an ex- 
pense that is not felt by the individual.
